New warehouse law 



may speed closing

. TWIN FALLS - Several Magic 
Valley' commodity warehouses may 
be forced out of business by a law that 
was passed during the -last session of 
thcstateLcgislaturc. 

Ed Carr, the head ol the state 
, i>cpartmcnt. of'Agrtculturc's bonded 
warehouse division, estimates that 
perhaps six of 153 bonded commodity 
warehouse companies in the state 
could close. Local warehouse opera- 
tors sny perhaps one or two ijilght 
close In the Mnglc Valley. 

Cflrr says iHflt G.ftlmato may be 
conscn'nilvc. , _ 

Carr, believes, and many In the 
warehouse business agree, that forc- 
ing a (cw -financial weaklings to close 
will be iri the best interest of the 
farmers who store their crops in the 
bonded warehouses. ' 

"Pm not so sure they should be In 
business In a weakened financial 
condition," Carrsays. 

"They're , closing some loopholes 
that need closing," says Harold' 
"Pete," Brown, the manager of a bean 
and groin warehouse in Filer. 

The bill increased, the penalty for 
.warehouse opcrator:,-/io*'iJoes not 
have all the crops stored In his 
warehouse that farmers placed there. 
An operator can now bacharged with . 
a felony if such a shortage Is discov- 
ered". The bill also made a measure of 
financial strength necessary before a 
warehouse can ■ be licensed by the 



' state, If a warehouse has current 
liabilities., greater than its current 
assct5,'it can.be denied a l{ccnsc or 
can, have an existlnR license sus- 
pended. 

Current liabilities nrc mainly the 
bills a company owes for the next 
. year. These arc not anticipated costs 
of operation. Rathcrj they are the bills 
a company would have to pay even If 
II ceased operations. 

A company's current assets arc its 
cash, money It -is owed that will bo 
paid wlthlft'a'year and merchandise 
' on hand formic. Assets such as land, 
buildings or equipment nrc not con- 
sidcrcd CMrrent assets. 

A company can have more current 
liabilities than current assets without 
being bankrupt. However, It Is a sign 
of a troubled company if a business 
cannot reverse this by rearranging its 
finances or generating enough profits 
to cover the debts. 

A ccynmodlty warehouse 'is in a 
peculiar position. It stores a farmer's 
crop,, sometimes tor years, but the 
crop still belongs to the farmer. " 
Nonetheless. If. a warehouse goes 
bankrupt, a farmer might have to 
wall years to retrieve his crop — even

-■■ TWIN FALLS — The Magie Valley unemployment 
rate wont from bad to worse last week, as the April 
, 1 figure was revised upward from Its original estimate. 

< The seasonally adjusted unemployment rate for 
Twin Falls, Jerome and Gooding counties was hiked ' 
to 6,9 percent for April. This figure Is 0.3 percent more 
than the original estimate made at the beginning; of

St. Ucnedicl's Hospital of Jerome 
plans to apply for a certificate of need 
to install a "three-" lo fi ve-unit . renal 
' Hialysis clinic in a frailer ncor (fiiT 
hospllal. No other local hospital pres- 
ently has a dialysis cllnlc; * 

St, Benedict's chief execu[i\'o of- 
ficer. Bob Campbell, sald> Thursday 
, that the hospital board had approved 
■ the concept and an application was 
being prepared, 

" Last fall, - however, stale health 
agencies rejected a ccrtificalc-of- 
need application from an. Ogdcn, 
Utah, firm attempting to install a 
dialyslselintcatst. Benedict's. 

Both the ' Idaho Department of 
Vocational Rehabilitation and the 
Idaho Health Systems Agency op- 
posed the clinic, saying It would lead 
to ccnicr-bascd dialysis at the 
"expenscbf IpssKrostly Iiomedialysls: 

Dialysis, a process that cleanses the 
blood by mechanical means', is gener- 
ally rciqulrcd for four hours a day.

Who and whom cause coi;if usiorP 



.A studentonccremariced to hie, "If 

r^you — wanna— sound-- educated I — you- 
shouid say 'whom' quitc.a lot." 
Indeed the objective form of the 
pronoun "who" is he^rd so seldom 
that it Is almost in danger of extinc- 
tion. Only species that can adapt to 
the environment survive, and 
" "whom" is" a" mosf awkward 'and-*^ 
otxlurate bird. It never seems to bc'ln 
the right place at the right time. 

Sti;i. there are those ol us who use 
It, and correctly, too. It's itnowing 
when and when not to say "whom" 
that counts. ; 

Pronouns come in two forma — 
nominative and objective cases, they 
are colled. I suppose those cases are 
meant to keep them In the proper 
order, but they don't always worlt, 
because some of us can't tell the cases 
apart. 

Nominal I vc-cose pronouns arc used 
as subjects of sentences or clauses, 
generally, whereas objective-case 
pronouns may be used as any kind of 
object: direct object, indirect object, 
object of the preposition, among 
others. 

"Who'; is nominative; "whom" is 
objective. But merely giving these 
functions a' name doesn't correct the 
difficulty. One must be able Instantly 
to recognize and anticipate the use of 
the objective case. We do that easily 
enough i- In simple sentences or 
clauses. If I ask, "Who is that?" no 



one would answer "Him Is my 
-brother. ' '-if_i_ask,-?iWhom-did-you- 
call?" no one would respond, "I called 
he." 

The confusion occurs when we hove 
to choose the object of a preposition, 
and particularly if the prepositional 
phrase is imbedded in' a question. 
iiVhiie-mostof us w-ould sayr"Who did- 
*you ' build this house for?" the 
grammarians ivoiild have us say, 
"For whom didyou build this house?" 

One of the old hobgoblins of the 
language is the rule that one must not - 
end a sentence with a preposition: 
Placing the "for whom" phrase at the 
beginning of the question avoids two 
errors. 

Incidentally, I have hcord that 
Winston Churchill said, "That is the 
sort of academic nonsense up with 
which I will not put." 

I wonder if Churchill would have 
said, "Who do you thlnlt you're talking 
to?" rather than, "To whom dO you ' 
think you are speaking?"
